YRayer is the Dury borh ot Sout and 
Body ; it is an humble addre(s unt6 
God, for whativever we ttand in need 
of,. eirher in rclarion to this Lite, or rhar 
which 1s to come : the Firit part Of this 
Dury i; Conteiiton, which 1s the ac- 
knowledging of our Sins in all Humility 
before rhe orcar Aurhor of our Being : 
Now ConfeTon is rwofold, general, and 
particular ; rh2 general is when. we 
Confels only we arc tinful, without nam- 
ing any-partter/ars, which 1n.lecd be- 
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2 The wide Duty of Prayer. 


'Ongs 20 publick Prayer, bur the acknow- 
!:4ging our dSins to God is very necel(- 
fary, whether Publick, or Private : Par- 
ricular Confeſſion is when we expreſs 
the ſeveral forts, and' acts of our Sins, 
and whar ill habirs we are mot prone to ; 
tus 1s proper for Private Prayer, -and 
onght ok to be uſed, for we cannot 
repeat to0 ofren our foulett Sins which 
we are guilty of, nor cannot enough 
bewail our own. unworthinefs in com- 
witting them. __ - - 
THE nextpart of prayer is by way of 
Perition, 'which is begging of God whar- 
ever we ftand molt in need of, either for 
our;Souls or Bodies ; firſt for our Souls 
we mult beg pardon and abfolution for 
all our Sins, in the name of Jeſus Chriit, 
whe obtained it with his blood : Second- 
ly we mult carneltly beleech the grace 
and afiitance of Gods bleifed Spirir ro 
_ enable us 16 for{ake all fin and wicked- 
nels, aud tolive in obedience to him : 
then it will be very neceſlary ro beg all 
thee particular graces, faith, hope, Cha- 
rity, love, zeal, purity, and repentance ; 
if rhou arr proud, pray for Hunulity, if 
laftful for Chaſtity, if guilty of glutony 
pray for remperance, and (o tor all 'other 
vertues thou ſtandeit molt in need of. 


I'N 
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IN Peritioning for our Bodies,we are to 
begof God ſach accommodations of lite, 
as are neceſſary for us, bur in ſuch a de- 
gree and meaſure, as his all-ſeeing Wit-- 
dom Knows is molt ſuitable to our ſtare, 
and Conditions the next duty, and Third 
parr of Prayer is deprecation, which 
conliſts in praying to God ro turn away. 
from us cither the evil of fin, or theevil 
of puniſhment ; to pray againſt the evil 
of tin, is to beg earneſtly of Gad to pre- 
ſerve us by his Grace from falling into 
any ſin;and when weare under any great: 
rempration, and even ready. ro yield, 
then we muſt Humbly beleech hun, et. 
ther to withdraw the rempration, or. elſe. 
by the Power of his Grace Strengrhen us. 
againſt it : next we are to pray. againſt. 
the eril of Puniſhment, whuch arc, rwo, 
ſorrs, Spiritual and Temporal; Spiriru- 
la punilttunents, are the wrath of God; 
the with-holding of his Grace,and Ever-. 
laſting Damnation : remporal. punuh-. 
ments, islols of Friends, goods or repu«- 
tation, but in rheſe things we mutt wholy.-

A Fourth Dury in Prayer is interceſſion, 
which is praying ſor all forrs and Condi-- 
tiors of Men, - as Governours in Church 
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and Stare, onr Parents, Husband, Wife, 
Children,or other Relarions and Friends, 
for all thoſe in affliction either in Body, 
mind or Eftare ; nay even for our very 
Enemies according to the example of 
vut Lord and Maiter, who prayed for 
his very Crucifiers, Father, forgive them, 
for they know not what they do : The fitth 
Duty of Prayer is thanksgiving, praiſing 
and bleffing God for all his mercies 
Fpirirual and Temporal, Spiritual ble(- 
fitngs are his ſending his Son into the 
World for our Redemprton and his holy 
Spirit to Sanctifie us, that we are bort 

hrittians and are made partakers of his 


holy word and Sacraments : We are 


likewilero return him thanks, for his 
patience and long ſuffering,in nor Curting 
us off 11 our Sins and Follies : Temporal 
bleſfings,, which we are ro give taanks 
for may befor the proſperity of a Church 
or Nation, and all diliverances which 
arc remarkable : Some belongs to our 
ſelves, as Health, Wealth, Fool, Ray- 
ment, Friends, with many other M rcies 
we daily receive from Gad, which who- 
ever recetvcs thclcaſt blefling is indebr ed 
all his life rin.e ro Praiic rhe author and 
givervt all good rhungs.

find tome time ro perform this Duty, 
clic how can he expect his Employmceuar

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Morning and Evening, if they expect a 
Blefling upon their endeavours : Next, 
the advantages we reap: by Prayer are 
many : Firſt It isa great honour, to ſpeak 
frecly to the Almighty ; Secondly Ir is a 
great benifir, for it brings down Bleilings 
both Spiritual and Temporal ro us ; 
Thirdly ir is a pleaſant Duty, it . draws 
us nearer to God, which qualifies us for 
the joys of Heaven, where Chritt 1s, ax
